With tile nation back to a peace basis following participation 
in Hie world’s greatest war, all agencies which shared in any re­ 
spect in the many tasks allotted in connection with the program 
which brought .success to the aims of the United Suites and the 


A llies, are being relieved from their duties. This applies to both 
military and non-military organizations, and among these is tin 
federal food administration. 
Official announcement was made today of the receipt of hon­ 
orable discharges by members of the Columbiana county 
food 
board, one of the units in the great organization which was din cled 
during the wartime period by Herbert Hoover. Serving as mem­ 
bers of the county l>oard were Mayor J. S. Wilson, ll. II. Barth, 
W. I. Lewis and George Wilhelm. 
For almost two years, this board, prompted solely by patriotic 
motives, fulfilled the tasks assigned them as part of the nation­ 
wide movement to conserve food in order to provide plenty for the 
men who were shouldering guns on the battlefields of Europe, man­ 
ning warships, transports or other craft in the naval service, or in 
training. And not least imporlant among their duties was the en­ 
forcement of regulations to prevent profiteering. 
And, despite the demands made upon their time, these men, 
’>ke scores of otlo i s who volunto* rod for work to back up tho man 
behind the gun during the late emergency, were not even in the 
dollar-a-year class- the rum paid men who accepted administrative 
positions in Washington during the war. They served without 
compensation. 
The members of the Columbiana county food board fulfilled 
every obligation of patriotic citizens in the business-like manner 
in which they discharged their duties. They were in every sense 
faithf ul servants. 


A YOUNG ALIEN 


Among the poople deported yesterday at Ellis Island as unde­ 
sirables aliens was a 17-year-old boy. He was brought to this coun­ 
try at the age of IO years, was put a^once into American public 
Schools, learned to read and is reported as haunting the libraries. 
Where did he learn the Red doctrines which he avows, and which 
at such an early age he practices so cons intl ntly, that he must be 
banished from the country? 
Did he learn hit evil doctrine in the1 schools? In tile library? 
Not entirely in either. Ile listened to the street harangues of 
Morris Hillquit, the pernicious teachings of Emma Goldman, and 
acknowledges these leaders as his guiding stars. 
The trouble was not alone w itll the school nor the library. But 
part of the trouble lay there. The school did not take pains enough 
lo direct this quick, awabi mug mind, to direct its attention to the 
beauties and the possibilities offered by American life. It laught 
a little desultory, cut-and-dried patriotism, but failed to arouse the 
thrill of loyalty which tile beauty and the freedom of this country 
can easily arouse if properly presented and enthusiastically 
fostered. 
It might la* unwise to close the libraries to the writings of 
anarchists or any who deal with differing forms of government, 
but there should be sufficient supervision of the reading of the 
young so that somebody knows which way they are tending. Every 
library should be a center for the teaching of law and order. Such 
teachings should be left to no haphazard chance, but should be 
part of a carefully planned system of Americanization. 
The stigma is not upon the eager, arrogant, misguided boy. It 
is not entirely upon any great public institution. It is upon the 
faulty system which, having young destiny in its hands, shirks 
responsibility and allows it to run wild.
